CAROL ARCHARD, BLACKHEATH: 'Deep joy of the first cut of the grass...'

I AM writing in response to Dr A.T. 
Bradford’s letter of April 2, regarding 
the proposed conversion of a single 
house in Blackheath into two. 

The existing house was designed 
and built by its late owner and is 
a wonderful contribution to our 
conservation area in Blackheath. 

The proposed demolition of this lovely 
house, to be replaced by two buildings 
with 10 bedrooms is typical of the 
commercially driven mindset which is 
occurring in our area at present. 

We are all aware that there is a housing 
shortage, but demolishing our local 


heritage is not the right way to answer 
the problem.

A date for the site 
visit is yet to be confirmed however this 
application is likely to be reported back to 
the Greenwich Area Committee on May 1. 


Drivers are 


ignoring 
road signs 

WHAT is the point of having road 
traffic signs? 

At the top of Bannockburn Road, 
off Plumstead High Street, it states 
‘Left Turn Only’. There are also two 
other signs stating ‘No Right Turn’, 
and there is another opposite the top 
of the road stating ‘No Right Turn’. 
On numerous occasions I have seen 
drivers blatantly ignoring these 
signs and turning right. I have 
even witnessed police cars slowing 
down and letting drivers turn right 
out of Bannockburn Road, and 
ignoring the fact the drivers are 
contravening the road signs. I have 
just witnessed three drivers turning 
right from Bannockburn Road, one 
of which almost caused an accident 
by doing so. When you turn right 
from Bannockburn Road, there is a 
pelican crossing. In term time there 
is a lollipop man, but when schools 
are on holiday pedestrians take their 
life in their hands as even drivers 
turning right seem to ignore the 
lights as well. Is the police going to 
wait until there is a fatality before 
they consider doing anything about 
this? My husband, who is partly 
disabled, takes a little bit longer to 
cross the road, but as soon as the 
lights start to change the drivers 
speed right from Bannockburn Road. 
Twice he has nearly been knocked 
down. Surely something should be 
done about the blatant disregard by 
motorists.

The Gaewern Quarry has been leased 
to the Widehorizons charity based in 
Eltham for 25 years for a peppercorn 
rent. The owners, London estate agents 
Miranda and Charlie Garton-Jones 
decided to lease the quarry instead of 
original plans to sell it. 

Charlie, who has roots in the area, 
said: “I had decided to sell the quarry 
but when I found out about the 
fantastic work that Widehorizons does 
there with so many London children, I 
didn’t want to risk them losing access 
through a new owner. 

“I remember the huge impact that 
adventures like these had on me when 
I was a child and I wanted to be part 
of making sure that children had the 


same opportunities.” The quarry is 
used for numerous activities as part 
of the charity’s work with London 
schools, many from Greenwich.

Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG) is now in 
and the borough's 44 GP practices will handlethe 
will it all mean for patients in the borough? 

Doctors 

THE far-reaching changes in the way 
local health services are organised 
have started - but will patients 
notice any difference? 

The answer according to Plumstead GP 
Dr Hany Wahba, who chairs the new 
CCG organisation, is “not immediately”. 

He says: “There will be no immediate 
difference, but over time having a greater 
input from GPs should improve services 
for patients.” 

People in Greenwich are being 
encouraged to call their GP first if they 
are not seriously ill, or have suffered 
only a minor injury - their family doctor 
should be the first person to contact. If 
a condition is more serious then always 
dial 999 or go to A&E. 

Dr Wahba has been a GP in the 
borough for 44 years and has a surgery 
in Wrottesley Road. He said: “Patients 
should always contact their GP in the 
first instance. We are best placed to 
identify problems and, where needed, 
refer patients on to other services. 

“Of course if you do have a life- 
threatening emergency, such as loss of 
consciousness, acute confused state and 
fits that are not stopping, persistent and 
severe chest pain, breathing difficulties, 
or severe bleeding that cannot be stopped, 
then you should call 999.” 

Responsibility for improving public 
health now comes under the council. 

GPs say the move puts them in the best 
position to handle their patients’ needs 
- unless serious and urgent treatment 
is required. The move will also free-up 
hospital casualty units to concentrate on 
more serious cases where prompt action 
is needed. 

“We are working on increasing the range 
of services available to people outside 
hospital, and the next key priority on is 
improving coordination of services across 
primary care, community and hospital 
services, which should improve the 
patients’ experience and make services 
simpler,” Dr Wahba said. 

This is already happening in minor 
surgery, dermatology and gynaecology, 
he says , and due to start in anticoagulation 
and phlebotomy. 

“We also expect patients to notice a 
difference in the quality of other 
community-based services, such as 
district nursing, mental health, and better 
care in residential and nursing homes.

GP or local pharmacist in the usual way. 

If a health professional has given you a 
specific phone number to call when you 
are concerned about your condition, 
continue to use that number. For 
immediate, life-threatening emergencies, 
call 999. 

The NHS 1 1 1 service is staffed by a team 
of fully- trained advisers, supported by 
experienced nurses. They will ask you 
questions to assess your symptoms, 
then give you the healthcare advice you 
need or direct you straightaway to the 
local service that can help you best. That 
could be A&E, an out-of-hours doctor, an 
urgent care centre or a walk-in centre, a 
community nurse, an emergency dentist 
or a late-opening chemist. Where possible, 
the NHS 1 1 1 team will book you an 
appointment or transfer you directly to 
the people you need to speak to.

ON March 19 1941 incendiary bombs lodged 
in the timbers of the roof of St Alfege's church 
in the heart of Greenwich. 

They caused a blazing mass of timbers 
and molten metal to collapse into the nave 
destroying a fine organ with pipe work dating 
from Thomas Tallis's own time as organist at 
the church. 

The building existed in its burnt out state 
until the War Damage Commission provided 
£8000 for the restoration work, £5000 of 
which was allocated for the organ! 

The work began in 1 946 and was completed 
in time for the rededication of the church 
by the Bishop of Southwark on April 1 8 
1 953. During that time the congregation 
worshipped in one aisle of the church 
partitioned off under the north gallery. 
Baptisms, funerals and marriages all took 
place there whilst the painstaking work was 
carried out. 

Now current day church leaders are appealing 
for anyone who remembers the church during 
this period in the run up to the jubilee of its 
restoration. 

Church administrator Jenny Bracey said: "We 
are using this jubilee period between the 
rededication of the church on 1 8th April 1 953 
and the original dedication festival on 29th 
September to uncover as many memories and 
anecdotes as we can. If you have any stories 
or family memorabilia connected with the 
church from this critical time in its history we 
would love to hear from you." 

She added: "There has been a church here 
for just over 1,000 years, dedicated to 
the memory of Alfege, the Archbishop of 
Canterbury who was martyred on this site in 
101 2. The present church was designed by 
Nicholas Hawskmoor, Sir Christopher Wren's 
famous pupil, and has connections with many 
famous figures from history."

Top tips for 
cycle security 

POLICE officers have issued the following 
tips to help cyclists protect their bikes, and 
increase the chances of having it returned 
if stolen. As soon as you buy a bike you 
should: 

• Buy a lock and expect to pay at least £40 
for a good one 

• Lock tightly so that your cycle is hard to 
move around when parked 

• Lock both wheels and the frame to a 
cycle stand or other immoveable object 

• Secure your lock so it does not touch the 
ground 

• Register your bike details onto online 
property databases BikeRegister.com which 
can help the police return recovered bikes 

• Park your bike where it can be seen and 
try to use designated parking areas. 

• Make sure the locks catch the bike frame 
as well as both wheels and the post, or 

a thief may steal the bike and leave the 
wheels behind. Also, make sure the post 
can't be cut through, or the bike lifted off it 

• Don't leave your bike in the same place 
every day 


• Make it hard for a thief to smash the lock 
open: fill the D part of a lock with as much 
bike as possible. 

• Take any items that can be removed 
without tools - wheels, lights, seat post and 
saddle, panniers - with you.

Careless care worker 

Almost £10,000 in pension credits stolen from 96-year-old 


A CARE worker swindled 
almost £10,000 from a 
bedridden patient by getting 
her pension paid into his 
account. 

Lekan Badmus, 51 of Heldar 
Court, SE1, was given a 
three- month prison sentence 
suspended for 12 months when 
he appeared at Woolwich Crown 
Court last Tuesday, April 9. He 
was also ordered to undertake 
150 hours of unpaid work in the 
community. 


The court heard he had stolen 
£9,684.60 from a bedridden 96- 
year old resident at a private care 
home. The theft dated from April 
2009 when Mr Badmus, a care 
worker with the Royal Borough 
of Kingston, was involved in the 
fraudulent redirection of the 
elderly resident’s DWP Pension 
credits into his own bank account 
for a period of 17 months. 

The matter came to light when 
family members noticed that 
the monthly pension credit 
payments had ceased. They 


contacted Police who referred 
them to the DWP who refunded 
the £9684.60 in full as there had 
been an error in allowing the 
payments to be transferred 
without authorisation. 

The royal borough’s anti fraud 
team launched an investigation 
as the victim’s care in a private 
home was supported by the 
borough. An audit trail of the 
defrauded money led directly 
to the bank account of Mr 
Badmus. 

He was arrested in March 


last year where his property 
was searched. Various bank 
cards and passports in 
other identities were found. 

Mr Badmus was taken to 
Plumstead Police station and 
interviewed by a royal borough 
investigator and the police. He 
admitted that he had received the 
payments and was subsequently 
charged with three Theft Act 
offences. He pleaded guilty 
to all offences and the court 
heard that Mr Badmus had been 
dismissed from his job with the 


Royal Borough of Kingston and 
was now unemployed. 

In summing up, His Honour 
Judge Hilliard QC, Honary 
Recorder for Greenwich, at 
Woolwich Crown Court, said it 
was a shocking offence and that 
Mr Badmus had helped himself 
to thousands of pounds with no 
care for the victim at all. The 
judge also praised royal borough 
staff for the commendable way 
in which they had dealt with the 
elderly resident and her financial 
affairs. 
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Jobhunters make fresh start as 
royal borough street sweepers

A NEW group of washers and 
brushers are joining the borough’s 
Cleansweep team to help keep streets 
around the borough clean and tidy. 

The new workers have been taken on 
under the council’s Greenwich Local 
Labour Programme (GLLP) which aims 
to get 250 people off benefits and into 
regular paid work. 

The first 31 out of hundreds of new 
local recruits have now just started work 
- many of them after years without a job. 

After a day’s training at the council’s 
Carnbrook Depot in Kidbrooke, the new 
members of the Cleansweep team are 
now kitted out in their uniforms and 
starting work. 

They include Cherie, 28, from 
Plumstead, a lone parent who said: “The 
job means that I don’t have to worry about 
the benefit cap and reforms and means 
I can continue to feed my children and 
keep a roof over our heads. 

“This job will get me out 
there and will be a helpful 
stepping stone toward a 
further job.” 

Cherie went 

through a 

selection 
interview for 
the job. She 
said: “To be 
offered an 
interview was 
daunting, however, on the 
day the interviewers made me 
feel really relaxed.” 

Also just starting his new Monday to 
Friday street cleaning job is Ray from 
Eltham. He has been unemployed for 
four years, and with his partner is 
raising a young family. The family 
was about to lose £99 per week but 
now Ray, 40, has started his first full- 
time job. 

He said: “I’m going to be based in 
Thamesmead, and I’m over the moon 
about it. I’ve spent four years looking 
for a job, and I’m just so happy that 
I’ve got one at last. I am overjoyed to be 
doing something that gets me away from 
staring at four walls. This job will mean 
having money in my pocket, being able to 
take my children out on trips, and a start 
of a new future.” 

Meanwhile, mum Bridget, 44, from 
Thamesmead has just started a 
caretaking job looking after and 
managing council buildings like blocks 
of flats. She said: “I haven’t worked for a 
long time because I’ve been bringing up 
my children. 


“I’ve been living on a low income until 
now anyway, which is very hard. But the 
benefits cap mean I would lose £5,000 
a year. I haven’t been able to get a job 
until now, because everyone wants you 
to have some experience, and I’ve only 
ever worked in shops full-time and done 
childcare before I had the children. 
Getting this job is brilliant, because I like 
getting out and meeting new people - 
and the best thing is I’m getting 
paid. I think you only get out 
of something what you put 
into it. 

“I think you need to teach 
your children about the 
work ethic.”

The royal borough is investing £6million 
into its new Greenwich Local Labour 
Programme (GLLP). It comes as councils 
across the country are faced with 
thousands of low or no income families 
facing a financial crisis and long-term 
unemployment. 

The first 31 of the new recruits have 
now started work. The vacancies were 
created within the borough’s parks and 
open spaces teams, and in street cleansing, 
recycling, enforcement and town centre 
management. They are a mix of full and 
part-time jobs at or higher than the London 
Living Wage rate. 

The new recruits include those with 
families, and others who would have been 
plunged further into financial hardship by 
the new benefits cap and other reforms. 

The cap would have seen the first 31 
recruits lose more than £3,000 a week 
between them if they hadn’t got the new 
jobs. 

Work has also been going on behind the 
scenes to help families with childcare - 
still a major barrier to getting a job. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “We have a proud record 
helping local people gain the skills to 
get into work and a key part of this 
programme is to break down those major 
barriers to work, such as providing good 
quality childcare.” 


Helping families through the cuts 


THE Greenwich Local Labour Programme 
(GLLP) new jobs scheme has been set up 
to help families facing benefit cuts. The 
cuts are: 

• A reduction in weekly housing benefit 
to social housing tenants who have one 
or more spare bedrooms 

• A reduction in council tax benefit 
support - all non-pensioner claimants will 
see their council tax benefit reduced by 
15 per cent 

• A total benefit cap - benefits for 
out-of-work non-pensioner claimants 
will be cut to £500 per week for couples 
and families and £360 per week for single 
childless people. 

The first two reforms came into force 
on April 1 . The total benefit cap will be 
introduced from July 1 5. 


• In the borough, 4,000 social housing 
tenants are getting a cut in housing 
benefit if their homes are 'under- 
occupied'. 

• A total of 1 8,530 residents are now 
receiving less council tax benefit, and 
14,700 claimants are now paying some 
council tax for the first time. 

• The royal borough has set up a 
new welfare reform team to support 
households hit by the benefit cap and 
the housing benefit reduction. This team 
includes Greenwich Local Labour and 
Businesses (GLLaB), Job Centre Plus and 
council housing staff. 

• Last year 4,500 people were helped 
in getting into work by the Greenwich 
Local Labour in Business (GLLaB) jobs and 
training service.

F IVE family men shared a 
new kind of optimism and 
camaraderie last week when 
they were welcomed back into the 
world of work in Greenwich. 

They took to the streets as refuse 
workers on Tuesday (April 9) after an 
induction day at the Birchmere Depot 
in Thamesmead. 

They were the first group of new 
recruits to benefit from a £6million 
two-year scheme to create employment 
opportunities for residents worst hit by 
the changes to the benefits system. 

The new jobs are in parks and 
open spaces teams, street cleaning, 
recycling, enforcement and town centre 
management. 

Part of the initiative is to get long 
term unemployed people “work ready”, 
making sure they keep good time, follow 
instructions and report any absences or 
problems. 

R ichard, a 42-year-old father, had 
been unemployed for just under two 
years. 

He told GT: “I was a decorator for 25 
years but the work has gone out of it 
now. The money’s gone down from £140 
a day three years ago to £72 today. It 
makes a huge difference. 

“When I was unemployed it got to the 
stage where I wanted to get back to 
work. I could feel myself getting lazy. 
I was bored at home, I wanted to do 
something, so I was grateful when this 
came up. 

“I live locally so it takes me 10 minutes 
to walk, although I’m cycling to lose 
weight. My wife is pleased about it. 
She said I was getting lazy around the 
house. She said it would give me a bit 
of oomph. 

“We have six months here and we’ll 
see how it goes after that. I hope it leads 
to permanent employment. It would be 
nice, a bit of job security.” 

E ddie volunteers at the Edo Judo 
Kwai club in Eltham with Richard 
and went into security to make ends 
meet after working on the Underground 
back in 2000. The 39-year-old said: 
“That’s been it for the last 10 years or so, 
then I fell into the unemployment trap 
in the last two years like lots of people 
do. 

“You get a bit complacent, a bit 
nervous about getting into employment 
because you think you’re going to be 
worse off. 

“Taking that first step, that gamble, is 
the difficult bit when you’ve got a lot of 
kids, like I have, six and one on the way. 
You get into the habit of surviving the 
best you can. 

“You get used to that pattern and it’s 
a fear thing to get out of it because 
you know you could be even worse 
off. You’ve got responsibilities, your 
partner, your kids and bills to pay. It’s a 
lot harder to take that leap. 

“With GLLaB’s help I’ve made that 
leap. It’s a well-paid job as far as I’m 
concerned, the hours suit me down to 
the ground and they help you with tax 
calculations and all the rest of it. 

“We’ve got people behind us if things 
do go wrong, a little bit of a safety net, 
and I think a lot of people want to take 
that chance if they get some support. 

“I’ve always wanted to work, and have 
worked a lot of my life. Now I want to 
work and not just survive but enjoy it a 
little, with a holiday once a year. 

“I’ve enjoyed today. They’re a good 
group of people. I’ve cherished the time 
I’ve had with the kids, it’s the only perk 
with unemployment, but you miss the 
camaraderie with workmates.” 


R obert, 45, who lives in Woolwich 
Dockyard, was previously a mechanic 
but had been out of work for nearly three 
years. 

He said: “Our eldest child is eight, and my 
wife is going to university so we are getting 
a childminder to help while I go to work. 

“I have been in the house all the time with 
my children but I am going for this job to 
get something better for my children. I 


feel I want to start a new life. I got very 
good advice from GLLaB and the council 
with the benefit cap coming. They are also 
helping me with my arrangements with 
my children.” 

F orty-five-year-old Mark, who lives in 
Thamesmead, worked in the building 
trade for 25 years as a plasterer and 
renderer, and also qualified as a locksmith. 


He said: “I got made redundant two years 
ago and it’s just been really hard since. 
I took the locksmith course about three 
months ago and still couldn’t get a job. I 
went to a GLLaB seminar event and there 
wasn’t an interview as such. If you turned 
up you got a chance. I’m glad to be back to 
work. It was driving me mad. I was on the 
computer three hours a day job searching. 

“There is a bit of a stigma that comes with 
being unemployed and your confidence 
gets knocked quite a bit. You do start to

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free at either The Eltham or Woolwich Centre or 
a local library.

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property. 

Please think about these changes when 
bidding for an Affordable housing 
property and make sure you can afford 
the home that you choose.

to use Sutcliffe Park and Crystal Palace 
for free,” their mother, Angela, told GT. 
“Over a year this is a significant saving 
considering how much they train. They 
both also receive a lump sum which 
helps towards equipment costs. A race 
swimming suit has a surprisingly short 
life and for running you don’t just have 
one pair of shoes - there are track spikes, 
middle distance spikes, cross-country 
spikes and training shoes. 

“If you want to avoid injury you have to 
wear the correct kit at the correct time. 
Then there is sports massage, which is 
vital to avoid injury.” 

In the last four months the girls 
have competed in Sheffield, Somerset, 
Sunderland, Birmingham, Leeds, 
Derbyshire and Liverpool. 

“I want to see how far my swimming will 
take me,” said Natasha, who, like Sabrina, 
competes for Cambridge Harriers. “I swim 
regularly for regional teams and I’m on the 
ASA England Talent programme. I might 
look at triathlon or a career on the track 
even though my fitness is mainly from 
swimming. My ambition is to represent 
Team GB one day.” 

Sabrina has already competed for 
England in cross-country and sees her 
career over middle distances on the track.
